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Two retract 
abortion stand

A Franciscan priest and a Christian 
brother, both signers of a controversial 
statement claiming diverse Catholic views 
on abortion, have retracted their support 
for the statement, published as an 
advertisement in The New York Times 


Oct: 37: 


The two are Christian Brother Ray 
McManaman of Lewis University, 
Romeoville, Ill., in the Joliet diocese, and 
Franciscan Father Jerome Kaelin, of the 
St. Francis Center for Peace and Renewal 
in New Burlington, Ohio, in the 
Cincinnati archdiocese. 


IN SEPARATE statements, the two 
affirmed their agreement with the 
Church’s teaching on abortion. They also 
said they signed the ad because they 
sought to encourage discussion of the 
abortion issue. 


The Vatican Congregation for 
Religious and Secular Institutes in 
December ordered the at least 26 
Religious who signed the ad to either 
recant or face expulsion from religious 
life. 


Father Kaelin’s Dec. 28 retraction of 
any implied contradiction on his part of 
Church teaching was placed in the 
context of his backing for Church 
teaching on a variety of life-related issues. 


“I AFFIRM the Church teaching on 
the evil of abortion, which so many are 
driven to in desperation; on the evil of the 
arms race, which robs starving people of 
bread; on the evil of capital punishment, 
which ‘takes an eye for an eye’; on the 
evil of unemployment, which results from 
economic decisions based solely on the 
motive of profit,’’ he said. 


“I affirm the Church’s teaching on the 
serious obligation all Catholics have to 
make moral decisions based on_ this 
teaching and I retract any contradiction 
of Church teaching implied in my signing 
of ‘A Catholic Statement on Pluralism

Vatican reverses 
alcohol decision

WASHINGTON (NC) — Sixteen 
months after it revoked a special U.S. 
permission for alcoholic priests to use 
grape juice instead of wine at Mass, the 
Vatican has reinstated the permission in a 
modified form. 


Bishops will no longer be able to grant 
the permission to priests on their own 
authority, however. Any future requests 
for the permission will have to be cleared 
individually with the Vatican 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith. 


MSGR. DANIEL Hoye, general 
secretary of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, announced the

From 1974 until September 1983. all 


diocesan bishops and religious superiors 
in the United States had a special indult, 
or permission, to excuse alcoholic priests 
from ingesting wine when they celebrated 
Mass. When they were concelebrating 
with other priests they could take only the 
host at Communion, and when they were 
celebrating alone they could use mustum 
— unfermented grape juice — as a 
substitute for the wine. 


IN SEPTEMBER 1983, however, 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
doctrinal congregation, notified the 
NCCB that the indult was revoked. For 
alcoholic priests celebrating Mass he 
offered intinction — dipping the host in 
the cup of consecrated wine — as the only 
alternative to drinking from the cup. 
Priests who had already received 
permission to substitute grape juice under 
the indult would retain that permission, 
but no new permissions could be given. 


Specialists in alcoholism treatment 
deplored the 1983 ruling as a backward 
step that would undermine the recovery 
of priests suffering from the disease. - 


Pro-life tactics 
need careful thought

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘We can escalate our 
efforts until we harrass the abortion 
industry out of existence,’’ Franky 
Schaeffer V told nearly 500 people 
attending the 13th annual dinner of the 
San Diego Pro-Life League at the 
Sheraton Hotel — Harbor Island, Jan. 
1:26 


There is no one formula for success, 
Schaeffer said, but he encouraged the 
pro-lifers to volunteer at crisis pregnancy 
centers, to picket abortion clinics and, if 
necessary, to support other pro-lifers. in 
trouble with the law. 


SCHAEFFER IS a Christian activist, 
film producer and author of several books 
including A Modest Proposal. 


Hospitals which perform abortions and 
are not protested by church members may 
as well have a sign in front of them. 
reading, ‘‘Owned and operated with the 
approval of the local church,’ he 
claimed. 


Schaeffer described how his father, 
while dying of cancer at St. Mary’s 
Hospital in Rochester, Minn., picketed 
the Mayo Clinic and Methodist Hospital 
for performing abortions. He called a 
press conference to explain why he chose 
to stay at the Catholic hospital. 


“CHOOSE YOUR tactics with care,”’ 
he told the San Diego pro-lifers. ‘‘We are 
fighting liars in the abortion industry who 
talk about rape and incest which account 
for only 2 percent of all the abortions 
performed. Abortionists are abandoning 
their Hippocratic oath to save life.”’ 


“To be pro-life means not dumping 
children in day care centers and in front 
of TV sets, allowing the networks to raise 
them,’’ he said.

We are motivated by our Creator Who 
sent His Son to bring life, not death,’’ he 
added. Jesus died on the cross for all 
mankind, irrespective of intelligence, 
race, color: or social status, he 
emphasized. ‘‘He healed the sick and the 
lame because He is interested in imperfect 
physical life. God loves the most 
handicapped and the most hopeless and 
brings hope into their lives,’’ he said. 


HE CHARACTERIZED the 20th 
century as an era of genocide, comparing 
the millions of abortions performed 
annually in this country with the 
holocaust in Germany during World War 
II. The handicapped and infirm were sent 
to the gas chamber before the Jews were 
executed, he said.

Third World seminary numbers increase 


One of the important, even vital, contributions made by the mission 
collections is the support of seminaries and seminarians in less affluent 
countries. Without this support the growth of the Church would be severely 
handicapped, if not curtailed altogether. 


Recent figures issued by Rome indicate that in Africa and Asia the 
increase in seminaries and seminarians is heartening, but not overwhelming. 
By contrast, the figures for America (Central and South) and Europe showed 


declines. 


During the 1983-84 academic year the number of major and minor 
seminaries in Africa rose by 14 to 343 and the number of seminarians 
increased by more than 700 to 35,000. Of these, 6,700 were at major 


seminaries. 


In Asia, although the overall numbers are smaller, 


the results are 


encouraging. Seminaries increased in number by 10 to 186, while 
seminarians rose in number by 741 to some 15,000. However, while the 
number ordained in Africa was 420, up 65, the number in Asia was 326, 
which was a drop of 27 compared with the previous year. 


A tragic illustration of the state of freedom of religion is the report from 
Rome that no statistics are available from China, Laos, Vietnam and the 


Khmer Republic because ‘‘

The figures are by no means as good as they need to be, illustrating the 
great difficulties found around the world for the Church’s missionary 
activity.

STAMP PROTESTED — Americans

of religious figures or events violates the 
Constitution. 


NUN KILLED — A 45-year-old Italian 
Comboni missionary sister was killed in a 
guerrilla attack in Mozambique, an official of 
her congregation said in Rome Jan. 7. Sister 
Terese Dalle Pezze died Jan. 3 while traveling 
under military escort in northern 
Mozambique. An unknown number of other 
civilians died in the attack by guerrillas, who 
have stepped up activity recently in the area. 


ASYLUM ‘VALID’ — A federal appeals 
court in Los Angeles ruled recently that a 
Salvadoran immigrant’s neutrality in his 
country’s civil war is a valid basis for political 
asylum because it constitutes a ‘‘political 
opinion.’’ The court also ruled that the 
immigrant’s claim for asylum does not require 
independent corroboration because refugees 
from war-torn countries seldom have a chance 
to bring evidence of persecution with them. 
Few Salvadorans have been granted political 
refugee status in the United States, and 
immigration lawyers said the ruling could 
increase the number of immigrants who are 
granted asylum. 


‘IMPROPER’ CONVICTION — A Los 
Angeles appeals court has ruled that two nuns 
were improperly convicted in a case involving 
the alleged physical abuse of a parochial school 
student. School Sister of Notre Dame 
Lourdine Sok was convicted in December 
1982 of the misdemeanor offense of 
unjustifiably punishing a child. But the court 
ruled Dec. 21 that the judge who handled the 
case admitted irrelevant and _ prejudicial 
testimony from former students that the jury 
should not have heard. The court also 
overturned the conviction of the former 
principal of the school, who had _ been 
convicted on failure to report suspected child 
abuse.

‘Anybody sick....Sally has to know’

OCEANSIDE — Sally Sruoginis has ‘‘always been 
with older folks.’’ 


A member of St. John parish, Encinitas, Sruoginis has 
enjoyed working with the sick and the invalid since she 
was young. 

““MY MOM used to say ‘anybody died, Sally has to 
know...anybody sick, Sally has to know,’ ”’ she said. 


At 75, Sruoginis spends much of her time in volunteer 
work with senior citizens and the home-bound. 


For four years, she has volunteered four days a week at 
the Oceanside Senior Center. She helps prepare meals, 
waits on and clears off tables. 


‘‘THE KITCHEN is my hobby,”’ she said. She is 
especially proud of her baking abilities. 


A member of St. John’s altar society, Sruoginis spends 
one day a week helping the group clean the church, wash 
the linen and take care of the candles. She also sets up for 
the society’s weekly benediction held after its Thursday 
meeting, she said. 


Sruoginis was selected by the members of the altar 
society in December as ‘“‘Woman of the Year.’’ The 
group cited her work in the society, St. John’s Church 
and the community at its monthly Mass and 
Communion. Sruoginis was awarded with a chain and 
medal which she proudly displays around her neck. 


“‘T WAS shocked to be named woman of the year. I 
didn’t thaw out for half a day,’’ she said. She ‘‘is not 
looking for rewards’’ and the notoriety she has received 
was unexpected, she said. 


She opens the church for Mass each morning and 
makes certain the altar is clean. Sruoginis also leads the 
rosary each morning after Mass. 


‘‘T read in the Southern Cross that everyone should pray 
to Mary for world peace,’’ so I decided to start praying 
the rosary, she said. 


SRUOGINIS DEVOTES Saturday mornings to 
making sick calls. She also telephones four or five sick or 
home-bound members of the parish each week, she said. 


Born in Chicago, Sruoginis and her husband moved to 
Leucadia 31 years ago. Her spouse died in 1960. 


After her husband’s death she sought paid employment 
because she had no money and her spouse had not had 
any insurance, she said. ‘‘But the good Lord was with me 
and-I went on through,’’ she explained. 


FOR FOUR years she worked in a kitchen at a YMCA 
camp in Idylwild, she said. She also worked in the 
kitchen of a hospital where her invalid sister was a patient. 
She was ‘“‘chief baker’’ at a North County junior high 
school for 11 years, she added. 


Sruoginis said her baked goods are in much demand. 
She is often asked to bake for religious orders and groups,

A CATHOLIC since she was baptized at infancy, 
Sruoginis was raised in a ‘‘strict’’ Catholic family. ‘‘My 
mom wouldn’t take in boarders if they didn’t go to 
church,’’ she explained.

As a child, she would attend many of the services held 
at a church across the street from her home, she said. ‘‘I 
have always enjoyed going to church because of the 
hymns,’’ she said. “‘I earned a star for attendance 
because I was always at the May procession services,’’ she 
noted with evident pride. 


“‘T have had much gifted to me — like my health,”’ 
Sruoginis said. She ‘“‘went through open heart surgery 
like nothing”’ five years ago, she said. Not even her non- 
bending knee keeps her from her volunteer work, she 
said. 


“TT MAKES me feel better when I kill some time with 
them (the elderly and the home-bound),’’ she said. ‘‘I’m 


always called upon when someone needs help,”’ she noted. 


Besides her community service work, Sruoginis is a 
lector for St. John’s Saturday evening Mass and is a 
special minister of the Eucharist. 

“JT didn’t want to get involved in it (special 
ministry)...or go to school...but Msgr. O’Connor (St. 
John’s former pastor) said there was nothing to it because 
I ‘knew it all’ already,’’ she said. A cousin paid for the 
courses necessary and she discovered there ‘‘was nothing 
to’’ the schooling required, she said. 

AS A special minister, she is responstble for taking the 
Eucharist to about 12 shut-ins, she said.

Examining Novak’s criticism 


Of the many criticisms leveled at the first draft of the U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral letter on Catholic Social Teaching and the U.S. 
Economy, I am intrigued by three. 


First, that bishops have no particular expertise in the field of 
economics and must bow to the professional economists. 


Secondly, that unlike business executives, bishops lack 
practical experience in this area. 


Lastly, that the bishops do not fully appreciate and applaud the 
U.S. economy’s strong points. 


Writer and lecturer Michael Novak has figured prominently in 
the continuing, helpful dialogue about the pastoral. So I think it’s 
appropriate here to cite his book, Freedom with Justice: Catholic 
Social Thought and Liberal Institutions. It was written before, 
but released after, completion of the pastoral’s first draft. 


Novak thinks economists ‘‘need desperately (sic) to begin 
paying attention to claims about economic reality being made 
among religious leaders and theologians.’’ Why? Because, 
among other reasons, ‘‘Simply as teachers economists have a 
right and a duty to protect the integrity of their field.’’ 


Economists, in Novak’s judgment, have a duty to correct the 
economic errors of religious leaders (including the papacy) before 
these errors ‘‘assume gigantesque (sic) proportions.”

The hidden premise: An economist is an economist and 
economists agree with one another. 


The bishops don’t pretend to be professional economists. But 
they spent many days listening to economic experts of all 
persuasions, finding that economists come in all shapes and sizes. 


Economists radically disagree with one another; and many 
agree in the main with the social views of religious leaders. So 
those who criticize the pastoral should not pretend they are 
qualified to speak for the entire economics profession. 


Of the second point, a number of critics have argued that the 
bishops are out of their depth, lacking the practical marketplace 
experience of business executives. 


That’s a flimsy argument — a diversionary tactic. Most 
bishops (to their discomfort I’m sure) have more business 
experience than many of their critics. 


Bishops are compelled to spend a disproportionate amount of 
time wrestling with nitty-gritty economic problems. 


The pastoral’s critics would be well advised ‘to critique it 
objectively without resorting to the irrelevant, often inaccurate 
claim that they know more about economics than the bishops do. 


Finally, a number of critics say the pastoral’s first draft doesn’t 
adequately applaud the U.S. economy’s strong points. That may 
or may not be true. The point surely will be carefully considered 
in the bishops’ second draft. 


Meanwhile, it is interesting to note that Novak says he is not 
arguing ‘‘that Catholic social thought ought to take the United 
States as an example.”’ 


He writes: ‘‘Catholic social thought ought to demand still 
more from the United States...demanding ‘liberty and justice for 
all’....Furthermore it is characteristic of liberal societies that they 
thrive by self-criticism, by the prod of new dreams and by public 
accusation and public ridicule.”’ 


Dropping the word ‘‘ridicule’’ from that statement, the 
bishops are doing what Novak says they ought. They are calling 
upon the American people to dream new dreams.

‘Amazing’ pastoral 


One hundred years ago 85 percent of 
Americans lived in dire poverty by 
today’s standards. Today, 85 percent live 
in luxury by the standards of 100 years 
ago. The bishops of the Catholic Church 
should be asking not why poverty exists in 
the world, but rather why so many enjoy 
such incredible abundance in the United 
States. ; 


When they state that the distribution of 
income and wealth in the United States is 
so inequitable that’ it violates the 
minimum standards of distributive 
justice, and imply that a redistribution is 
required, they are explicitly stating that 
this country’s wealth is ‘‘theirs’’ to 
distribute. 


If the bishops really believe in what 
they are saying, why do they use a 
euphemism to disguise their beliefs? Why 
do they call for an equitable distribution 
of income, when they earn an unearned 
share of the wealth produced by others? If 
there is an unequal (as opposed to 
inequitable) distribution of wealth, it can 
be said fairly that there’s also an unequal 
contribution of toil, ambition and 
production. 


While it is true that Capitalism is the 
most efficient of all economic systems, 
this is not what commends it as the only 
moral economic system ever devised. 
What makes free enterprise so laudable is 
that it is a voluntary system of social 
cooperation based on private ownership. 


In regard to helping others, there are 
three basic ways. You can help somebody 
yourself, you can persuade others to help, 
or you can force others to help. The free 
‘market uses voluntarism and persuasion 
— the government, having a_ legal 
monopoly on force, uses coercion. 


Before asking the government for more 
help in eradicating poverty, the bishops 
would do well to examine government 
policies that pay farmers not to produce 
food and pay dairymen to forego the 
production of milk. They might 
admonish politicians for adopting growth 
control policies that deliberately restrict 
the supply of housing, thereby reducing 
opportunities for low-income families; 
also for allowing the AMA to restrict the 
supply of doctors and prohibit nurses 
from administering routine medical 
treatment. 


Most people hold the decrepit notion 
that wealthy people spend most of their 
money living high on the hog. Even if 
true, it would be their right, but it’s not 
true. The more they earn, the lower the 
percentage they spend on_ personal 
consumption, and the little bit they do 
consume is insignificant to this country’s 
economy. 


The bishops should persuade our 
politicians to return to laissez faire 
capitalism, and to limit the government to 
protecting us from both foreign and 
domestic aggressors, and to improve our 
court system so as to invoke a common 
justice. Then, get out of the way!

Compatibility in marriage 


Over the past five years, I have talked to approximately 5,000 
engaged couples, participants in marriage preparation programs. 
Most of them have appeared to be very much in love. I have 
wondered, though, how many of them have seriously questioned 
whether they are compatible with each other, or, for that matter, 
are willing to work at achieving compatibility. 


Our society grants individuals the right to mate selection. This 
right ought not to be exercised lightly. The decision to marry 
should not be based solely on the emotional state of ‘‘being in 
love.’’ Yet it often is, and when the emotions settle down, the 
results are frequently tragic. Two people can be very much ‘‘in 
love’’ and yet have little in common, with even less probability of 
changing. This inevitably interferes with the development of.a 
warm and intimate relationship. 


It is very rare to find persons with virtually identical 
personalities marrying each other, and rarer still to find totally 
opposite personalities marrying. Most people are attracted to, 
and fall in love with, persons who have characteristics which they 
themselves do not have, and about which they are ambivalent. 
Once married, each person finds some of his/her spouse’s 
characteristics desirable, and others, the source of frustration, 
annoyance or anger. The result is a cooling-off process which 
begins shortly after the excitement of the wedding. In reality, the 
nuptial ceremony is only getting married; being married is a life- 
long task which must be pursued by two people together, trusting 
each other and dedicating to the effort. 


Achieving compatibility is one of the components of being 
married. It is a gradual process of adaptation to each other by 
means of behavioral changes and personal growth. 


One of the myths which must be discarded is that being in love 
somehow assures compatibility. Too many couples give up on 
their relationships because they have not achieved nearly 
instantaneous compatibility. Compatibility is usually not what 
you start with but what you finally achieve.

Prayer for Christian unity 


The Week of Prayer for Christian Unity, observed each 
January, was introduced in 1908 by Father Paul James Francis 
Wattson, an Episcopal priest who vigorously advocated Anglican 
and Roman Catholic reunion. 


“Church Unity Week,’’ as Wattson and his supporters 
organized the observance, began on the Feast of St. Peter’s Chair 
(January 18) and ended on the Feast of St. Paul (January 
25). Because there were eight days between the feasts, Wattson 
eventually named the observance the ‘‘Church Unity Octave.”’ 


Even as an Anglican, Wattson had championed the essential 
role which he thought the papacy should have in a reunited 
Christian Church. He and the other members of a Franciscan 
religious community called the Society of the Atonement (which 
Wattson had founded) became Roman Catholic in 1909. As 
Catholics, they continued to promote the Church Unity Octave, 
which was then approved by several popes and widely observed 
by Roman Catholics. 


In the early 1930s, the name of the observance was changed to 
the ‘‘Chair of Unity Octave’’ to emphasize the role of the papacy 
in any future union of the Christian churches. But because the 
Feast of St. Peter’s Chair has been moved to February 22, the 
observance is no longer referred to by Catholics as the ‘‘Chair of 
Unity Octave.’’ The Feast of the Conversion of St. Paul remains 
on January 25 and marks the conclusion of the ‘‘Week of 
Prayer for Christian Unity.”’ 


It was not until the Second Vatican Council that a majority of 
Roman Catholics began joining other Christians in a common 
observance of prayer for the restoration of Christian unity each 
january. Again this year, from January 18 to 25, Christians 
everywhere observe the ‘‘Week of Prayer for Christian Unity,”’ 
an ecumenical celebration that is still organized and promoted by 
the Society of the Atonement, whose members have maintained 
their founder’s vigor in advocating Christian unity.

THE MASS should, of course, be enjoyed and 
enjoyable and the music, readings and manner of 
celebration need to contribute to this, but there is a point 
at which they may distract from the whole essence of the 
liturgy — the Eucharist. The same is true of other church- 
related activities where the essential objective becomes 
obscured in subjective satisfaction. It can apply to such 
disparate groups as prayer meetings and fund-raising!

among the ritualistic trappings and secular infiltration. 
Even in His lifetime, Jesus found it necessary to rebuke 
Peter for his yen for some kind of dramatic 
acknowledgement of his Lord. No doubt Peter would 
have “‘felt’’ better and received ‘‘more out of”’ building 
temples on the mount of the transfiguration or shielding 
Jesus from the dangers of His mission by compromising a 
little here and there. But alas, his Master was not there to 
please Peter or to dilute the stark beauty of his message in 
any way. 

Jesus, in His unfaltering integrity of person, also 
avoided our all too human attraction for labels and 
categorizations. We can say that He was liberal and that 
He was conservative; progressive and traditional, weak 
and powerful, meek and dynamic, rebellious and 
submissive, gentle and forgiving and yet capable of anger 
and condemnation — and it will all be true, but not the 
whole truth. 


EVEN WHEN they asked Him where He lived and 
what He did, He would not limit Himself by subjective 
description, but only said, ‘‘Come and see.’’ The nearest 
He came to defining Himself was when He said, ‘‘Who 
sees mé sees the Father,’’ and even then He was not 
speaking of Himself but His mission, so completely had 
He committed Himself to His Father’s will. 

The closer we Christians come to knowing Christ and, 


through Him, the Father, the more likely we are to 
confound categorization ourselves. The more we come to

understand the self-forgetting love that motivated Jesus 
and, in fact, was His whole identity, the less we find it . 
necessary to seek our own identity in labels or ‘‘types”’ 
that invite us to be different from what we truly are. 


Made in the image of God, we are never wholly one 
thing or another but formed to be adaptable and to 
complement and.complete — or begin and encourage to 
grow. The nearer we come to His image of us, the less we 
need rely upon exterior stimuli to enjoy being in His 
presence or in the “‘glory of His house.’’ The closer we 
follow, the more we feel His footsteps under our own, the 
less need there is for subjective satisfactions and the more 
self-forgetful we become in His presence. 


NO CHRISTIAN can be truly conservative or 
progressive and remain wholly Christian. Or vice versa! 
Our mission is one of reconciliation, not separation. If 
Christ is in fact, our center and source, then we should be 
able to seek out the truth beneath all attitudes and beliefs 
and bring them into unity through love and respect, each 
for the other. 


We, the Church, have developed greatly since the days 
of the Apostles, but, as Thierry Maertens has said, not all 
development is progress. In effect, what the Second 
Vatican Council said to us was that we need to progress 
back to those days and recognize Christianity as it is and 
not as we have chosen to make it. And remember what it 
meant to be Christian when the shadow of Jesus still 
cooled the earth as it fell. 


The loneliness of isolated young mothers 


Every day in decent weather a young mother walks by 
my home wheeling a baby in a stroller. I see her when I’m 
working at the computer and I’ve glimpsed her in front of 
her home a couple of blocks away. She saunters slowly, 
looking futilely for some sign of life in our empty daytime 
neighborhood. 


One day when I was weary of looking at green words on 
a screen, I went out and said hello. It was like an oasis to 
her. She greeted me warmly and I walked a bit with her, 
asking about her baby, herself and her move into our 
neighborhood. 


“IT’S AWFULLY lonely here,’’ she said. ‘‘It isn’t 
that people are unfriendly. It’s that they’re not here. 
Everybody works and I don’t know any mothers with 
babies who live nearby.”’ 


I had to agree and empathize. As one who works out of 
a home office, I know how empty the neighborhood is 
after 8 a.m. Door-to-door solicitors express surprise when 
I open the door, telling me I’m the first home in 10 with 
life. It puts a heavy burden on me to say no. 


I don’t know how young mothers today bear the 
isolation. My memory goes back 22 years when we moved 
here with a 5-month-old. As I tried to unpack, a neighbor 
came in and took my baby off my hands for the afternoon. 
It was the beginning of a neighborhood support group

Much is made of ‘‘support systems.’’ Where there are 
none, the move is to establish them; where some have 
existed, the pressure is on to review and make them more 
effective. These ‘‘new’’ structures are also being adapted 
for use by Church people. 


What is a support system? It consists of the coming 
together of people in the same profession or in similar 
lines of work, or those living in a community who are 
presumed to share kindred interests and concerns. The 
meeting is a chance for them to ventilate and express 
some anxieties. 


PRESUMABLY THEY are reinforced by knowing 
that others ‘‘care’’? and have similar experiences. 
Whether present support systems grew out of modern 
feelings of alienation or loneliness stemming from our 
culture, or whether they éxisted under another guise, can 
be debated. Has the phenomenon grown out of present 
psychological or sociological insights? Did people not 
need them before and got along well, or did persons not 
having such helps think they were alone and 
unsupported? : 


The original support system was supposed to be the 
family. While we do not intend to idealize the families of 
the past, they were seen as achieving the same purpose. In 
some of them at least, when beset by a hostile world, you 
could find affection and care. 


But the modern family, it is said, is different because of 


that was the underpinning of my mental health. There 
were babies and at-home mothers everywhere. When one 
of us went for a stroller walk, another shouted, ‘‘Wait a 
minute. I'll go with you.”’ 


AND WE talked and laughed as we walked, returning 
refreshed and understood. We met together for the much- 
maligned suburban coffee klatches, called ‘‘women’s 
support groups.”’ 

We freed one another by babysitting each other’s 
children. There were no latchkey children in our world. If 
one of us couldn’t be home after school, there were always 
three others to welcome our children. We were even lucky 
enough to boast that suburban rarity — a few 
grandmothers who plied our children with cookies and 
affection. 

We went through pregnancies, new babies and toilet 
training together. We looked after children and fed each 
other’s families when one entered the maternity ward. 
We shared maternity and baby clothing, cribs and 
playpens. We were more than neighbors — we were 
family to one another at a time we needed it. 


GRADUALLY, AS families and incomes grew, some 
moved to bigger homes. And as children aged, mothers 
entered the morning traffic rush. New families came but 
they were different. Fewer babies and working mothers. 


the need in our culture that both husband and wife work, 
that there are fewer persons in the average family, that 
more demands are made on all its members by outside 
interests. So in many cases as a support system, the family 
may have diminished. 


FOR ADOLESCENTS, the peer group became a 
support system, particularly in high school and college. 
There you met new friends, people to whom you 
gravitated, to become buddies, share ideals. But the 
growth of the large schools and education as a competitive 
endeavor has also triggered anxieties as to their help as 
supports. 


What about the Church? That was a support system of 
a kind, especially in those bygone days, in small parishes 
and towns where you could meet the same people at the 
same Mass every Sunday, where you grew up with 
Catholic children (your neighbors) in the parochial school 
or possibly together attended the same Catholic high 
school. The family shared in parochial events, the picnic, 
the Lenten services, the school entertainments, the 
annual bazaar or fair in which parents and young adults 
worked alongside each other.

Daughters of the Americas groups also helped. But the 
Vatican II fire storm radicalized groups in parish life. The

religious sent some packing away from the Church, or 


Today the support system is mere nostalgia. Women 
with young children enroll them in nursery school, work 
outside the neighborhood 40 hours a week and inside the 
home all weekend. We barely see them. 


For the rare young mother who opts to stay home with 
her baby, the loneliness and isolation can be unbearable. 
My young friend told me there are days when she speaks 
to nobody but her baby and husband. She said, ‘‘It’s so 
good to talk to somebody. I can only watch so many 
soaps.”” 


WHAT DID | do? Encouraged her to get involved in 
some community activities for mothers/toddlers and 
check on local church offerings for Mothers Day Out. But 
I did it with sadness. I doubt if we’ll go back to the kind of 
supportive neighborhood we had but the need for support 
remains. 


I listen to my words and realize I sound like my mother 
who once described suburbia as a place of strangers. Yet 
my support system was as strong as hers, even though she 
knew everyone in town. We have moved from a town 
model of support to a neighborhood model to ... what? I 
don’t know. But I’ll bet these young mothers will come up 
with something.

seeking smaller, like-thinking groups for reassurance. 

ONE SOCIOLOGICAL development may well come 
as a result of the thrust of modern culture, that the 
primary purpose of the family now is to help each 
member develop his individuality and be autonomous. 
The social forces in play today want families to produce 
the individual who is both free and yet responsible. Society 
asks for young people who will be upwardly mobile and 
get ahead. 

The modern mood emphasizes the individual against 
every other group, including the family; the push for ‘‘my 
rights’’ sets up tension. Not all grow equally; not all are 
autonomous. Some still need checkpoints, guidelines. But 
since the family is often depicted in TV and movies as 
repressive (remember the movie Ordinary People?), the 
individual has to find support elsewhere. It may be 
occasionally in encounter groups or in various artificial 
bodies. The need is to discover certain ones with whom 
we can do our thing together and in the process can 
reinforce one another. 

Can the parish church, or the larger Church ever again 
act as a support system? Perhaps it wants to, but given the 
present anger among Catholics, the differing lifestyles, 
the apparently conflicting opinions about what is Church 
teaching, there’s not much hope that it will. Still, we must 
keep trying. We must explore or create ways in which we 
can learn that each of us has value in God’s eyes, but we 
have value also in the love of family and neighbors.

now open in Oceanside

OCEANSIDE — As expected, business is booming at a 
pro-life pregnancy counseling center that opened here in 
November. 


The center, on South Hill Street, was visited by 13 
clients in November and at least twice that number will 
come for counseling in January, Clare Mulligan said. 


MULLIGAN SPEARHEADS the new effort, 
sponsored by the Pro-life Counseling and Education 
League of San Diego. She was president of the league 
when it was known as the San Diego Pro-life League. The 
name change, which came in June, was meant to call 
attention to the goals of the league — counseling and 
education. 


‘People get mixed up between pro-life and right to 
life,’ Mulligan said. Her group often got ‘‘blamed’’ for 
controversial political action sponsored by other entities, 
she said. ‘‘We don’t do anything political at all.’’ 


The Pro-life Counseling and Education League of San 
Diego runs centers for pregnant women in San Diego and 
Oceanside. It staffs and funds a 24-hour hotline at 
941-1515 (North County) and 583-5433 (San Diego). 


WHEN THE league had just one San Diego County 
number, telephone counselors fielded plenty of calls from 
the North County. The need for a center in the Oceanside 
area quickly became evident, Mulligan said. 


Pro-life counselors had to drive up to the North County 
and meet women at restaurants and other public places. 
‘The North County is a big area and it’s growing fast. 
We need one (a center) over in Poway,’’ Mulligan said. 


Mulligan had dreamed of opening a North County 
center when she was president of the league, but she 
didn’t have the time to devote to the effort. ‘‘It’s been in 
my head for about four years,’’ she said. The Carlsbad 
resident bided her time until a new president, Joe 
Masnica, was elected. 


IT TOOK about two months to find a suitable location 
and inexpensive furnishings, she said. The two-room 
Oceanside center is in a business complex on one of the 
city’s busiest streets. It is open Monday through Saturday 
from 9:30 a.m.-12:30 p.m. and during the afternoons, by 
appointment. 


Women who call the hotline are encouraged to come to 
the center for counseling. There, a woman can receive 
pregnancy testing, baby clothing, medical referrals, and 
information on health care, SHARE, bus routes, dating 
and homes for pregnant women. 


The office is advertised as a ‘‘pregnancy counseling

Pro-life ‘sit-in’ ends in arrests, ‘abuse’ 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — Thirty-one pro-life 
activists, including a physician, three clergymen and the 
former treasurer of the National Right to Life 
Committee, were arrested here Dec. 8 during a sit-in at 
an abortion clinic. As a result, the clinic closed for the 
day, according to John Cavanaugh-O’Keefe of Human 
Life International. 
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The pro-life group surprised abortion personnel at the 
Northeast Women’s Medical Center shortly before 9 
a.m., entering the premises en masse and taking control 
of the areas where abortions are routinely performed. The 
group was placed under arrest quickly and removed half 
an hour later. 


PROLIFERS WATCHING the arrests complained 
that the police acted unprofessionally, slamming people 
into the elevator walls, throttling a 67-year-old man in an 
unsuccessful effort to get him to walk, ripping clothes off 
two men and dragging some pro-lifers down two flights of 
stairs, Cavanaugh-O’ Keefe added. 


At the police station, pro-lifers complained; the abuses 
continued. No one was released for 20 hours; the last pro- 
lifer was released from jail on Sunday afternoon, 26 hours 
after the arrests. 

The clergy arrested included Rev. Lou Prontnicki, 
associate pastor of Maple Glen Baptist Church; Rev. Bill 
Tilghman, pastor of Good Samaritan Church in Holland, 
Pennsylvania and Rev. Paul Arms, an evangelist. 


OTHERS ARRESTED included Joe Wall, a long- 
time activist from Philadelphia; John Stanton, former 
treasurer of the National Right to Life Committee in 
Washington and Dr. George Isajiw, Philadelphia 
obstetrician-gynecologist who was held overnight. 
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also noted that the name of an obscure Christian saint 
honored Jan. 22 has been used by a person who 
threatened an abortion backer. 


IN A notice dated Dec. 28 and sent to the National 
Abortion Federation, a national association of abortion 
clinics, BATF said that ‘‘Jan. 22 is the anniversary date 
of two significant events related to the abortion issue,”’ 
the first of which is the Supreme Court’s 1973 decision 
legalizing abortion. 


In addition, ‘‘that date commemorates the Christian 
martyr St. Anastasius,’ BATF said. ‘‘A person using the 
name ‘Anastasius II’ mailed a letter threatening violence 
to a pro-choice advocate in 1984.”’ 


BATFE added that ‘‘it should also be noted that Jan. 20 
is the official date of the presidential inauguration”’ but 
that the formal, public ceremony will be held Jan. 21. 
Reagan will be sworn in for a second term as president 
during a private ceremony on Jan. 20, a Sunday. 


“WE SUGGEST that pro-choice office security 
personnel be made aware of the symbolism and potential 
of these dates,’’ the BATF notice stated.

BATF said it had ‘‘absolutely no intelligence’ 
indicating attacks are planned by abortion opponents on 
Jan. 22 but that ‘‘we believe that the symbolism of this 
date represent a potential for increased action directed 
toward abortion clinics and-or pro-choice offices.’”’ 


Tom Hill, BATF public affairs spokesman, Jan. 11 
confirmed that the agency’s warning had been issued and 
that clinics should be aware of security measures. 


HILL SAID he had no information on specific threats 
expected and that as far as he knew BATF was not 
planning to operate at increased staff strength those days. 
He said he had no information involving any connections 
with St. Anastasius and could not comment further. 


According to Butler’s Lives. of the Saints, Anastasius 
joined a monastery after converting to Christianity, but 
was ‘‘haunted...by an intense desire’ to become a 
martyr. 


Butler’s lists several saints’ feast days on Jan. 22, 
including that of St. Anastasius. Liturgical calendars in 
the United States list Jan. 22 as the feast of St. Vincent. 


BOMBINGS OF three abortion clinics in Florida and 
one in the District of Columbia on Christmas and New 
Year’s Day, respectively, have focused national attention 
on violence against abortion clinics. 


Pro-life leaders and President Reagan have denounced 
the bombings. On Jan. 22, thousands of pro-lifers plan to 
conduct their annual March for Life in Washington.

““You’re not very good at 
visiting, are you? Don’t come 
again unless you can give better 
answers.” 

Those statements came from a 
homebound, arthritis-racked 
parishioner. I was the visitor.. 

My house call was not unusual. 
The woman had been recom- 
mended to the church as someone 
who: seldom had an opportunity 
to talk with others. Her statement 
of dissatisfaction with me came 
after a half hour of her asking 
why God allows good people to 
suffer and my struggling to find 
an adequate answer. 

A week later I happened to visit 
the same woman in the hospital. 
With a twinkle in her eye, she 
said that she knew she had given 
me a rough time earlier. She went 
on to explain that at the time she 
just could not afford to let herself 
believe that someone would ac- 
tually care about her. 

Her affront had been a means of 
testing my sincerity.

It is a sad indictment on our 
world to say that there are some 
who can’t believe others would 
really care. For these people, 
isolation becomes a way of life. 

Moreover, such isolation is not 
confined to the elderly or the

homebound. As I see it, isolation 
is the all-pervasive human ex- 
perience of our times. It can be 
found intertwined with any varie- 
ty of social concerns. 

eA woman caught in the clut- 
ches of domestic violence in- 
dicated she remained in her home 
because there was nowhere else to 
go. 

°A college student feeling at 
odds with his roommate noted 
that there was no one there when 
he needed advice. 

°A factory worker admitted he 
started stopping at the bar after 
work because he wanted someone 
to show him some attention, even 
if it was only the bartender. 

Isolation happens when some- 
one starts to become discon- 
nected from others. The person 
may or may not know this is 
happening. 

It can be associated with a 
fragmented life where work, 
socializing, education, family and 
religious experiences are all 
separated from each other. It may 
be present when relationships 
with special persons lose their 
life-giving ability. 

Isolation often is connected 
with tragic experiences where the 
bottom falls out and those involv- 
ed look in vain for support 
systems. Interestingly, 
people often receive 
considerable com- 
passion from 
others during 
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life’s biggest struggles. Yet this 
show of concern may be passing, 
and isolation follows after the im- 
mediate crisis is over. 

Some encounters with isolation 
are temporary and of minor con- 
sequence. Others become crises. 

A manager, facing a layoff from 
the firm that had employed him 
for 29 years, was devastated. 
Because of the turmoil of his 
situation, he could no longer con- 
centrate on his church or com- 
munity activities, or even on his 
family life. His solution was to 
withdraw from them, but that 
caused even greater isolation.

Far too often isolation becomes 
a way of life and men and women 
learn to lead lives where they re- 
main out of touch with others. It 
is not uncommon to discover 
these persons casting a lot of 
blame at the world, entering into 
hostile situations or moods of 
depression. z

The need created by isolation is 
so personal and individualistic 
that the best response a compas- 
sionate community can make is a 
personal and individualistic ex- 
pression of care and concern. 
There has to be a one-on-one op- 
portunity for listening and 
sharing. 

Sometimes, as I discovered, 
those who respond may receive 
insults and be turned away as 
‘“‘poor visitors.” 

If they pass the test, however, 
then they will have a unique op- 
portunity for building bridges. 
They are the ones who can invite 
others out of isolation into affilia- 
tion with people who care.

Human needs. What do 
they have to do with faith? 
Quite a lot as it turns out. 

Even a casual listening to 
the Gospel on Sunday morn- 
ings will reveal a Jesus who 
placed great emphasis on the 
needs of others. But before 
any need can be met it must 
be recognized. 

And trying to comprehend 
the scope of human needs is, 
in itself, a demanding task. 

Some needs are so basic 
that failure to meet them will 
result in injury or even death: 
the need for rest, food and 
water, shelter and clothing. 

Less visible, perhaps, but 
just as real, are psychological 
needs. When a 2-year-old in- 
sists on dressing himself or 
getting his own cereal, he is 
exercising the need to 
achieve and the need to be 
independent. When he puts 
everything he gets hold of in- 
to his mouth, he is 
demonstrating his need to 
satisfy basic curiosity. 

Closely related are the 
needs to create, to acquire 
knowledge and to find mean- 
ing in life. The need to 
understand one’s world con- 
tinues unabated throughout 
life. 

Then there is the need to 
feel love and affection. 
Numerous studies have 
shown that, deprived of 
love, a person’s psychological 
growth will be severely 
stunted. 

In recent years, scientific 
research has demonstrated 
that love and affection even 


affect physical development. 
Infants who are not stroked 
or caressed will not develop 
physically, even if they 
receive adequate 
nourishment. 

And the need for affection 
does not diminish over the 
years. 

Members of the human 
family experience a need to 
belong to some form of fami- 
ly or group, and a need for 
companionship. They also 
need to be accepted, 
understood and respected, 
despite shortcomings. 

This whole gamut of 
human needs acts like an 
ocean tide for an individual, 
with needs rising and falling 
in intensity over time. 

Likewise, the importance of 
each need varies from person 
to person. No two people 
have exactly the same needs. 


Even in a developed socie- 
ty there are those who are 
malnourished, homeless or ill- 
clothed; those who are lonely 
and have little sense of 
belonging. 

So parishes and dioceses 
assist the poor; establish sup- 
port groups for the elderly 
who are lonely; foster 
ministries for the teen-ager 
who longs to belong. 

In a mobile society, more 
and more parishes strive 
through various small groups 
to substitute for the “‘extend- 
ed family” that is missing 
from many people’s lives. 

In parish renewal groups, 
the unique ways individuals 
search for happiness and 
fulfillment gain recognition 
and respect. 


When Pope John Paul II 
visited Canada this fall, he 
addressed lay leaders in 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. Serving 
others, the pope said, ‘‘is. at 
the core of every vocation in 
the church.”’ 

But human needs take 
many forms and challenge 
the church’s people in many 
ways, he indicated. 

Said the pope: “The diver- 
sity of human needs requires 
a diverse response on the 
part of the church.”’ And the 
church ‘“‘counts on the 
diligence of her members to 
discover effective ways to 
face new problems and new 
needs.”’ re

When I started as a volunteer at 
a Canadian children’s hospital, the 
job looked easy. “‘Spend time 
with the adolescents,’ I was.told.

It could be 
a brain tumor or a severe personali- 
ty disorder. Just sit with her.” 

After a few visits with the 
16-year-old I could see a glimmer 
of recognition in her eyes. Then 
she managed to smile. Once she 
called me by name. But the next 
time I came she didn’t seem to 
know me and trembled with fear. 

Her parents asked me if there 


was a chance of curing her. I ex- 
plained I was only a volunteer, 
not a doctor. 

They needed hope that the 
daughter they loved would get 
well, that Sophie had a future. 

It was when I met Joe, 19, that 
I really learned about needs. He 
had leukemia and lay weakened in 
bed. He wanted someone to read 
to him. 

_ He could picture every sentence 
as I read. ‘‘When I get out of here, 
I’m going to be a poet,”’ he said. 

Joe was facing the biggest ques- 
tions of his life and needed to 
share that with somebody. But he 
still wanted to create a world of 
beauty and truth. 

He wanted someone to share his 
dream. 

I found I needed to share too. 
When I left the hospital at the end 
of the evening, I was troubled by 
the sick children. 

Talking with a friend helped put 
things in perspective. ‘Continue 
serving at the hospital,’ he said. 
“The children need you.” 

My work with the children was 
teaching me something: the im- 
portance of living day by day 
with others — and as much as 
possible for others.

#» Th@prophets, God's 
spokesmen, were uncompromising 
on this point. 

In the New Testament period, 
James gave similar advice for 
Christians: ‘‘Looking after orphans 
and widows in their distress and 
keeping oneself unspotted by the 
world make for pure worship 
without stain before our God and 
Father’’ (James 1:27). 

Of course, James was echoing 
Jesus, who preached the message 
his Father had given the prophets 
before him. Clearly distinguishing 
false from true religion, Jesus said, 
“None of you who cry out, ‘Lord, 
Lord,’ will enter the kingdom of 
God but only the one who does 
the will of my Father in heaven” 
(Matthew 7:21-23). 

In %%% story about the rich man 
‘‘who dressed in linen and purple 
and feasted splendidly every day,”’ 
and the starving, sore-infested 
beggar named Lazarus, who lay at 
his gate, Jesus made a telling 


message 


point. 

It wasn’t that the rich man 
deliberately harmed Lazarus. In- 
stead, the rich man and his 
friends, who stepped over the 
beggar on their way to a banquet, 
simply ignored the wretched 
fellow. As far as they were con- 
cerned, he didn’t even exist. They 
blinded themselves to his needs. 

Jesus tells us that the beggar 
was welcomed into eternal hap- 
piness while the heartless rich 
man doomed himself (Luke 
16:19-23). 

The well-known parable of the 
Good Samaritan is an open denun- 
ciation of people who refuse to 
help brothers and sisters in need. 
The story’s hero is one who had 
every reason to hate the mugging 
victim and yet responded to his 
need, most generously and 
thoughtfully. (Luke 10:25-37) ~- 

Jesus made it abundantly clear 
that one grows rich in God's sight 
by sharing generously with those 
in need, out of love and not just 
for a tax write-off. ‘‘If I give 
everything I have to feed the 
poor...and have not love, I gain 
nothing’ (1 Cor. 13:3).

Plans for the couple’s 50th 
wedding anniversary were well 
under way. One son, a priest, 
was charged with planning the 
anniversary Mass. Children and 
grandchildren prepared to travel 
to Ohio for the occasion.

But as the day approached and 
the couple’s excitement 
mounted, the wife indicated she 
had a pressing concern: She 
wanted to arrange for someone 
to carry banquet dinners to a 
couple of homebound 
parishioners. Though the 
parishioners were neither 
relatives nor part of her regular 
circle of friends, she didn’t want 
them forgotten. 

Father Herbert Weber iden- 
tifies that couple as his parents 
in ‘‘The Parish Help Book”’ (Ave 
Maria Press, Notre Dame, Ind., 
1983). He explains that his 
mother wanted ‘“‘to share her 
celebration of life’s blessings 
with those who were alone and 
all but forgotten.”’ 


Father Weber believes Chris- 
tians will find many needs of the 
human family close at hand. He 
adds: Reaching out to those in 
need often requires a personal 
touch. It means establishing a 
“helping relationship,’’ which re- 
quires much listening and 
visiting. 

‘Helping is a process that

must be learned and practiced,’’ 
the parish priest adds. His book 
is full of practical advice on how 
to help. 

The pastor of St. Thomas More 
University Parish in Bowling 
Green, Ohio, writes: ‘“Most in- 
dividuals have something to give 
whether they believe it or not.”’ 

Take the gift of cooking, for 
example. People gifted in this 
way have a splendid talent for 
teaching “‘someone with a low 
income or poor homemaking 
skills how to create tasty and 
nutritious meals for less money.” 

An important first step in 
reaching out to others, Father 
Weber says, is establishing ‘‘a 
connection with the person in 
pain.’ This means ‘“‘entering into 
another’s life’’ somehow. 

This shouldn’t be too hard, the 
priest continues, since “‘we all 
suffer.’’ Reflecting on one’s own 
pain is a ‘‘simple reminder that 
pain is very real’’ and helps 
when it comes to treating others 
with compassion. 

Father Weber identifies many 
human needs. Sometimes they 
take the form of physical suffer- 
ing, he notes. But much pain is 
not physical. Instead it can grow 
from ‘‘a serious disagreement 
with a close friend or the feeling 
of abandonment by a colleague.” 

How broad is the scope of 
human needs? What are some of 
the neglected needs of people 
close to you?

SAN DIEGO — Credit it to sheer luck, the providence 
of the Spirit or good timing — no matter what, Claretian 
Father Ronald Luka has a religious product perfect for 
capitalization on the current trivia craze. 


‘*Knowing Your Faith,’’ a board game developed one 
year ago by Father Luka, combines the mind-searching 
question-answer format of the highly popular ‘*Trivial 
Pursuit’’ game with a Catholic theme. 


IT COVERS the basics, like the Sacraments and the 
Corporal Works of Mercy, and the less routine, such as 
‘“How did Pope Paul define peace?”’ 


“Trivial Pursuit’? includes thousands of questions, 
while ‘‘Knowing Your Faith’’ has just 480 questions. The 
advantage to that, Father Luka said, is a question can 
come up twice during one game (two hours in duration, 
on average) and those who have paid attention can 
capitalize on their good memory. 


Coming up with more questions would have meant 
exploring ‘“‘trivia for trivia’s sake,’’ he said, and he 
wanted to avoid that. The game is meant to be 
educational — questions were chosen for their 
importance, not for their ‘‘triviality.”’ 


HE LIKES to refer to the game as ‘‘Catholic not-so-

trivial pursuits.’’ He is ‘“‘uncomfortable’’ with comparing

‘<I designed the thing in response to observations we’ve 
been hearing from adults that they fear their children 
weren’t learning the faith as well as they did when they 
were kids,’’ Father Luka said.

IRS garnishees Archbishop

SEATTLE (NC) — The Internal Revenue Service has 
collected more than $800 from Seattle Archbishop 
Raymond G. Hunthausen’s wages for payment of the 
portion of 1982 and 1983 personal incomes taxes he 
withheld in protest of the nuclear arms race. 


The IRS followed its normal procedure of sending form 
letters notifying the archbishop that he was in arrears. 
The archbishop’s office said that the first letter arrived 
last summer. 


AN IRS spokeswoman in Seattle said the agency has a 
series of four ‘‘progressively insistent’’ letters notifying 
the person that taxes are due. If there are no results the 
IRS then garnishees wages or bank accounts or seizes 
property. 

‘Eventually the IRS indicated that they were going to 
garnishee his wages,’’ a written statement from the 
archbishop’s office said. ‘‘They did that and the 
archbishop instructed the Office of Business and Finance 
to cooperate. The amount collected, $813.53 was 
distributed over two months’? — October and November 
1984. 

‘The archbishop owes nothing at this time,’’ according 
to the office. For the 1982 tax year the archbishop owed 
$223.35 and was assessed a penalty of $37.33. He owed 
$532.01 for the 1983 tax year and was assessed an 
additional $20.84. 

THE IRS spokeswoman said the penalties are based on 
a percentage of the amount owed and the length of time it 
is past due. 

In a written response to questions from The Progress, 
Seattle archdiocesan newspaper, Archbishop Hunthausen

‘Up Front,’’ and ‘“‘Know Your Faith’’ in addition to 
“Knowing Your Faith.’ He turned to eighth grade 
parochial students in Chicago for their opinion. He was 
surprised when they chose the title he considered the least 
exciting. 

He has sold about 12,000 copies of the game at $9.95. 
His parents handle mail order distribution from the 
basement of their Chicago home. 

The game sells for $9.95 postpaid at Marriage and Family 
Resources, 3336 N. Normandy, Chicago, Ill., 60634. Quantity 
discounts are available for schools and religious education 
programs. 


Hunthausen’s wages 


said he plans to continue withholding a portion of his 
personal income taxes. 


““What I’m doing is consistent with my conscience. I’m 
not freely giving to something which I find totally out of 
keeping with my conviction. The government is taking 
the taxes; there is a difference in terms of my own 
integrity,’’ he said. 

IN A June 1981 speech the archbishop said, “‘We have 
to refuse to give incense — in our day, tax dollars — to 
our nuclear idol. Form 1040 is the place where the 
Pentagon enters all of our lives and asks our unthinking 
cooperation with the idol of nuclear destruction.” 


Then in January 1982 he announced that he would 
begin withholding 50 percent of his personal income 
taxes, the estimated portion that is directed to the 
military. 

The archbishop’s office said Archbishop Hunthausen 
correctly filed his 1982 and 1983 tax forms “‘and then 
redirected half (of what he owed) to the World Peace Tax 
Fund,”’ a private effort to develop legislation for peaceful | 
alternatives to military spending. 


ASKED WHY he withheld when he filed the forms and 
then instructed the Office of Business and Finance to 
cooperate with the IRS, Archbishop Hunthausen wrote 
that there is a difference between his role as an individual 
Christian and his role as head of the archdiocese.

San Diego, it had become evident in 
California, Mexico and even in Spain 
itself that the strained relations between 
the military and religious in that faraway 
province had resulted in an embarrassing 
and dangerous impasse.

FOR HIS part, Serra was zealous, 
dynamic and seasoned in mission 
experience.

WHILE GALVEZ had determined 
the salient features of the conquest and its 
manner of operation thereafter, too much 
was left to individual caprice, especially 
with the rapid change of personnel in high 
places.

His decision to go to Mexico was one of 
the wisest of his life. 


THERE IS no doubt that the core of 
the entire California enterprise was the 
establishment of missions for the 
conversion and civilization of the Indians,

The Christianization process was to be 
implemented by 
methods; the friars became the principal 
agents of the peaceful conquest.

“‘What soldiers are closer to the arrows 
than we?’’ wrote Serra in 1773. The 
development of the soil, the furtherance 
of animal husbandry, the teaching of the 
trades, the development of the arts, the 
introduction of European social and 
domestic habits, the gradual 
formation of towns, the propagation of 
religion and morality, all of this was the 
work of the missionary. For these ends, 
the government provided wide 
Jurisdiction and often generous help, for 
his labors were recognized as a benefit to 
the state as well as to the Church. 


WHAT SERRA was seeking in Mexico 
City was not so much new laws and 
methods, but rather a return to the 
smoother, non-confrontational 
approaches used so successfully in the 
Sierra Gorda, Texas and other areas.

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Few quality films 
emerged in 1984

NEW YORK (NC) — Though there 
were a fair share of moderately 
entertaining films released in 1984, it was 
one of the bleakest in recent memory in 
terms of films of higher quality. It was so 
bleak, in fact, that I was hard put to come 
up with the hallowed-by-tradition Best 10 
list. 


But, traditionalist to the core, I came 
through nevertheless — though don’t ask 
me to defend to the death some of my 
choices. 


MY FIRST three selections, however, 
The Killing Fields, Diary for My Children 
and A Sunday in the Country would honor 
any year. 


The Killing Fields is a_ visually 
overwhelming and emotionally powerful 
film about the tragedy of Cambodia 
conveyed through the story of a friendship 
between two quite different men: an 
American correspondent, Sydney 
Schanberg of The New York Times, and 
his Cambodian assistant, Dith Pran. Pran 
disappears into the death camps of the 
victorious Khmer Rouge but, though 
millions of his countrymen perish, Pran 
survives. 


This British-made, American-financed 
film is easily the outstanding general 
release picture of 1984 and it represents 
an extraordinary debut for its director, 
Roland Joffe. 


THE HUNGARIAN film Diary for 
My Children, which, coincidentally, also 
deals with the suffering wrought by a 
rigidly doctrinaire Communist regime, 
will not be seen by many Americans, but 
it should be — as much for our sake as for 
Its. 

Directed by the brilliant Marta 
Mesaros, it tells the story of a free-spirited 
teen-age girl, an orphan, growing up 
during the darkest days of Stalinist 
repression. She carries on a running 
conflict with an aunt whose whole life is 
given over to the party. 


What is especially interesting about the 
film is Mesaros’s scathing mockery of the 
newsreels and movies of the period, which 
in the name of orthodoxy subjugated 
freedom of expression. 


A Sunday in the Country is Bertrand 
Tavernier’s film about an artist, honored 
by success and esteem in his old age, who 
nonetheless realizes his life and his art 
have been marked by compromise instead 
of the daring essential to any artist who 
would be great. This wise and poignant 
film will no doubt be seen by more people 
than Mesaros’s, but by not as many as it 
deseryes. 


My next two choices, Cal and A 
Soldier’s Story, are both of somewhat

lesser stature, but they are still very good 
movies. 


A Soldier’s Story deals with the 
lacerating effects of racism on an Army 
post in the ’40s. It’s a taut and moving 
film marked by superb acting, especially 
Howard E. Rollins as an officer sent to 
investigate the murder of a_ black 
sergeant; Adolph Ceasar as the victim, a 
twisted, bitter martinet; and Larry Riley 
as a happy-go-lucky Southern black 
unlucky enough to incur the sergeant’s 
special ire. 

Cal is an austere drama about an ill- 
fated romance in Northern Ireland 
between a hapless young IRA recruit and 
the widow of a murdered policeman. 
Helen Mirren is memorable as the 
widow. 


A bit further down, but still a very good 
film, is a surprise: Mrs. Soffel, an 
unheralded, very late 1984 release. The 
first American film of immensely talented 
Australian director Gillian Armstrong, it 
is the story of a turn-of-the-century 
Pittsburgh woman, the wife of a prison 
warden, who falls in love with a convicted 
murderer. She not only helps him and his 
brother to escape but also abandons her 
husband and children to join him on a 
desperate attempt to flee to Canada in the 
midst of winter. Diane Keaton and Mel 
Gibson turn in what are probably the best 
performances of their careers. 

Finally, I have included Places in the 
Heart, Country, The Natural and A 
Passage to India. 


OF THE two dramas about hard times 
down on the farm, Places in the Heart has 
too much of a golden glow about it and 
Country is a bit too contrived, but they 
have some fine acting and leave you with 
a good feeling.

David Lean’s A Passage to India, his 
first movie in 14 years, combines lavish 
spectacle, witty, incisive dialogue, and 
great acting (Judy Davis and Peggy 
Ashcroft).

Rosas en

Hemos lefdo de las vidas de héroes de la 
fe, que, por ser nuestra raza hispana nos 
parecen especialmente nuestros. Pero tal 
vez, por haber vivido en otras épocas y 
otras circunstancias, su inspiracidn pierde 
un poco de impacto. Los admiramos, nos 
sentimos orgullosos de ellos, pedimos su 
intercesion, pero a la vez nos parecen 
personas de otro mundo. 


Las cuatro mujeres que contemplamos 
este mes son mujeres de hoy. Murieron 
hace nada mds que cuatro anos, y sus 
padres y hermanos viven y trabajan en 
Brooklyn, Queens, la Florida, 
Connecticut y Cleveland. Es posible que 
Ud. haya estado en el mismo autobus or 
vagén del metro con una de ellas. Las 
cuestiones que influyeron en sus vidas y 
causaron sus muertes todavia aparecen en 
las noticias y causan controversia. 


SON MUJERES cristianas de hoy 
dia. Su ejemplo y su mensaje nos tocan 
muy de cerca, tan de cerca que pueden 
resultarnos algo incémodos ya que ponen 
un signo de interrogacién frente a muchas 
de las presuposiciones en que basamos 
nuestras vidas. Que no se debe mezclar la 
religidn y la politica. Que los Estados 
Unidos son ‘‘los buenos”’ en los conflictos 
mundiales. Que lo mds importante en 
este mundo es trabajar dentro del sistema 
y asf mejorar su situacidn y la de sus hijos. 

Al presentarnos estos interrogantes, 
estas cuatro mujeres se convierten, como 
Jestis, en signos de contradiccién  y 
piedras de escandalo. 

Ninguna de ellas, sin embargo, parece 
candidata para el titulo de ‘‘mujer 
controversial.’” Cuando dejaron sus casas 
para ir a tierras lejanas, no fue pensando 
en luchas ni en revoluciones sino en 
seguir el mandato de Cristo de alimentar 
al hambriento, vestir al desnudo, dar 
techo al desamparado y ensefar al 
ignorante. Pero a veces esas ‘acciones se 
convierten en un desaffo a los poderes de 
esta tierra dejando entonces de hacerlas o 
atenerse a las consecuencias: calumnias, 
amenazas, angustias...A veces el 
compromiso con los pobres y con Cristo 
hay que sellarlo con la propia sangre. 

EN LA tarde del 2 de diciembre de 
1980, cuatro mujeres se montaron en un 
autobus en el aeropuerto de San Salvador 
y salieron por la carretera que lleva a 
Chalatenango, sin saber que en esa 
carretera tenfan una cita con la muerte y 
con el cielo. Pero Dios, si lo sabia. Por 
diversos caminos las habfa traido hasta 
ese encuentro en el aeropuerto, para de 
allf salir juntas y compartir el terrible 
privilegio de la cruz. 

Ita Ford, una monjita con cara de 
duende naciéd en Brooklyn en abril de 
1940. A la edad de 21 afios habia 
ingresado en la orden misionera de 
Maryknoll y, a pesar de que pronto tuvo 
que dejar el convento por razones de 
salud, nunca perdi6 la ilusidn de llevar el 
mensaje de Cristo a tierras lejanas. 
Después de trabajar siete anos en una 
casa editorial, regresé6 otra vez a 
Maryknoll, de donde, al poco tiempo, 
partid para Chile de misionera. 

Ita llegé a Chile en los ultimos dfas del 
régimen de Salvador Allende viviendo 
junto con los pobres los azares y angustias 
del golpe de estado de Pinochet y las 
terribles represalias que le siguieron. Alli 
aprendio la dura leccién de que no podia 
hacer nada por los pobres sino hacerse 
una de ellos, impotente con los 
impotentes, despreciada ‘con 
despreciados, sufriendo junto con ellos la 
imposibilidad de remediar la situacidén de 
los que amaba. Llevaba seis afios en Chile 
cuando se ofrecié de voluntaria para ir a 
El Salvador, respondiendo al llamado de 
Mons. Oscar Romero. Cuando llegé a su 
nuevo campo de accién, el Arzobispo 
morir asesinado mientras 


los 


acababa de 
celebraba la Misa. 
JUNTO CON otra monja de su misma 


orden, Ita fue a trabajar en el 
campamento de refugiados de 
Chalatenango en una regidn donde 


ocurren asesinatos espeluznantes todos los 


dias, sin poder recurrir a la ley, porque 
muchas veces es la policfa misma la que 
machetea 0 ametralla sus victimas. Las 
fuerzas del orden habfan decidido que el 
campesinado del drea era subversivo ‘en 
masa”™’ y trataban la regién como _ pais 
enemigo Ilenando la regidn de viudas y 
huérfanos y de familias aterrorizadas, que 
apenas podfan descubrir las escenas de 
horror de las que huian. 

Ita y Carol, su compafera, trataban de 
distribuir alimentos y medicinas, de 
poner orden en el, campamento y de 
disipar un poco el dolor y el panico de los 
refugiados. Ita tenfa el don de levantarles 
el espfritu con su buen humor y su 
sonrisa. En agosto de 1980, Carol muri 
ahogada. durante una~ inundacion 
inesperada dejando a Ita sin su amiga con 
quien hasta entonces contaba para 
compartir el peso de situacion 
abrumadora. Las superioras pidieron 
entonces una voluntaria para acompanar 
a Ita en el peligroso y deprimente trabajo, 
ofreciéndose a ello la Hna. Maura 
Clarke. 

Maura tenfa ya 49 afios; habia nacido 
en Manhattan y se habia criado en 
Queens. Después de entrar a la orden de 
Maryknoll habja ensefiado en la escuela 
de San Antonio del Bronx, pasando luego 
17 afios como misionera en Nicaragua. 
Allf vivid los afios de la dictadura de 


esa 


Somoza y los dias terribles del terremoto ~ 


que asolé a Managua en las navidades de 
1972. Alli también experimentdé los 
cambios que trajo a la Iglesia el Concilio 
Vaticano II llevando a la_ iglesia 
latinoamericana a la opcién preferencial 
por los pobres, opcidn que le granjearia la 
oposicién de sus antiguos defensores, los 
dictadores, los capitalistas y las clases 
altas. 


Crear sociedad justa 


POR TODA Hispanoamérica _ las 
monjas cambiaban sus habitos por ropas 
corrientes, cerraban sus colegios 
exclusivos y se iban a vivir a los arrabales, 
dejando de predicar la  aceptacién 
paciente del ‘‘status quo’’ para proponer 
la creaci6n de una sociedad justa, donde 
todos tuvieran la oportunidad de salir de 
la miseria. 

La orden de Maryknoll se unio a este 
movimiento, observando enseguida que 
en los EE.UU., la fuente principal de sus 
vocaciones y de sus ingresos, no se 
comprendia la situacién que hacia 
necesarios estos cambios.

AL ESCRIBIR estas palabras Jean 
profetizaba sin porque en 
diciembre de 1980 la tierra de El Salvador 
florecerfa en sangre — rosas 
paraddjicas que florecfan entre el fango 
del odio y la brutalidad, pero cuyo 
perfume venceria fango y se 
extenderfa hasta llenar toda la tierra.
